Motto of Two Missouri School liovs 
Who Are Winning Success Rais­ 
ing P igs. 


T aking the motto “ L et’s do it our­ 
selves" as a guiding principle, coupled 
with a stury self-confidence, Milton 
and Ben Blanton, 16 and 14, have de­ 
veloped a hog business th a t bids fair 
to become of wide im portance when 
they are 
grow n—probably 
before. 
The lads are the sons of Charles L. 
Blanton, editor and publisher of The 
Sikeston (Mo.) Standard. 
So energetic and successful 
were 
the hoys in striking out for them ­ 
selves in a business that would tax 
the capacity of 
many 
experienced 
men, that their father made them a 
C hristm as present this year of a boar 
pig of extra high grad** stock that 
cost $500. 
The sire of thv* pig was Pickett, the 
Poland China hoar for which 
Tow 
B rothers of Norway. Iowa, paid $60,- 
000 last spring. 
No automobile or 
airship would have pleased the Blan­ 
ton boys half so well as that fine pig. 
Milt and Ben Blanton come of a 
fam ily of printers 
and 
newspaper 
publishers, 
“J a c k ” Blanton of the 
Monroe County A ppeal— the famous 
“ horse editor"— is their uncle. 
The 
hoys know som ething about printing, 
having picked up a working knowl- 
cdge of the art in their father's shop 
at Sikeston, but they observed all the 
Blanton papers had a great deal to 
ay about farm ing and stock raising, 
and this led them to closely investi­ 
g ate those lines of industry. 
Their 
fathers believed in letting the 
hoys 
choose their own calling. 
He always 
had encouraged them to do their own 
thinking, and when he saw them read­ 
ing agriculutral and stock journals, 
he was satisfied they would land all 
1 ight. 
To get a starting, Milt and Ben 
worked on S aturdays and after school 
on other days and pooled their earn­ 
ings. 
Their first investment was $15i 
for a pure-bred Poland China sow, 
which eventually developed a litter of 
10 pigs, nine of which lived 
and 
grew big and fat. 
O ther sows were 
added as finances justified, until t*>w 
the firm of Blanton Brothers own 5 
old sows. 20 early spring gilts, 
7 
spring barrows, 4 tip-top spring boars 
and 27 fall pigs, in addition to 
the 
line C hristm as present their 
father 
gave them. 
A long with the production of this 
fine herd the hoys did lots of hard 
work. 
They cultivated and raised 700 
bushels of corn on rented land 
to 
feed their hogs, hauled lumber from 
the saw mill back in the swam ps to 
build houses or shelter for their hogs, 
jmt up fencing and posted up indus­ 
triously on soils, feeding and the care 
of stock. 
In the early spring the 
Blanton 
Brothers will have a public sale, at 
which they will offer 15 gilts and 2 
hoars. 
The proceeds of this, their 
first sale, will he used in im prove­ 
ments about their hog corral and per­ 
haps for more stock. 
Their ambition 
is to possess a farm of their own, and 
they figure they will be able to make 
a substantial paym ent on it by 
the 
tim e Ben finishes school. 
In all their planing and labor the 
Blanton Brothers have 
placed their 
strong reliance on their own arm s and 
skill. 
They never have had to wait 
on workmen to do this or th a t needed 
job about 
their 
place— they went 
ahead and did it themselves. 
This is 
one of the secrets of their unusual 
success. 
They have found their work 
more interesting than play, and they 
have made the pleasant discovery th a t 
their accom plishment has given them 
a m ost favorable standing in 
their 
com munity. 
This m eans th a t all wish 
them well 
and are prom pt 
to ex­ 
tend them favors when asked. But the 
hoys don’t ask m any favors, and they 
never go in debt until they clearly see 
their way out. 
The case seems to be 
one in which pigs have the best of 
the printshosp as a business, though in 
time the Blanton hoys say they m ay 
publish 
a farm and stock journal. 
J u s t now, however, the printshop is 
in the hack ground.— E dgar W hite in 
S atu rd ay Globe, Utica, N. Y.

It has rem ained for Mr. Dyott of 
Howell County, a Republican House 
leader, to offer the most pronounced 
insult to the citizenship of Missouri 
through the medium of a bill present­ 
ed to the legislature. 
This m easure 
in question strikes at the vitals of our 
social system in Missouri and is at 
variance with all Missouri ideals. 
It 
proposes to make possible ¡p*ermar- 
riage of whites and persons of less 
than one-eighth negro blood, in the 
face of the well-known physical fact 
th a t negro blood of any degree may 
develop into more pronounced racial 
characteristics in any succeeding gen­ 
eration.

m arriage 
between whites and persons ot negro 
blood, w hatever the degree. 
House Bill 156, proposing a modifi­

eighth part or more of nego blood. 
If this bill should become a law, thru

Gov. Hyde and the 
Republican leaders of the Legislature 
have agreed with the representatives 
of the Good Roads Federation on a 
-ati"factory program. 
The good roads bills, providing for 
the $60,000,000 bond issue, prepared 
by the federation, have been intro­ 
duced in the Senate and House. 
They 
will be printed and distributed. They 
will be discussed by members of the 
Legislature and given full consider­ 
ation during the regular session in 
preparation for action 
during 
the 
special session which Gov. Hyde 
has 
agreed to call. 
In view of the delay in the p rep ar­ 
ation of Gov. H yde’s reorganization 
bills and the waste of 
the 
Legisla­ 
ture's time on questions of minor im ­ 
portance, we believe these bills could 
easily havt- been considered and pass­ 
ed during regular session. 
The work 
of preparation has been thorough and 
satisfactory.

It had finally been decided by Con- 
gress that a canal was to be dug, 
but the instant issue was a choice of 
routes between Nicaragua and P an ­ 
ama.

produced endless debate and nothing 
would have been accomplished.

tinuing. he dram atically exclaimed: 
“ I took Panam a and let them debate 
m e!” 
And they have been doing it 
ever since. 
The Panam a Canal has long been 
an accomplished fact, and it is o re 
of the produest aehiveements 
that 
stands to the credit of the Am erican 
nation. 
The benefits thus secured to 
the world are limitless in their reach; 
but the time m ay come when it will 
prove to be the heel of Achilles to 
this republic. 
The credit for this vast 
accomplishment will be as imperish- 
ahly awarded to Theodore Roosevelt 
as is the discovery of the W estern 
Hemisphere to the 
g reat 
adm iral, 
C hristopher Columbus. 
Both 
have 
been gathered to their fath ers, but 
their works do follow them. 
That Panam a was taken by strong- 
arm method- cannot, we think, 
be 
successfully denied. 
As we view it, 
the proceedings can only be defended 
upon the grounds of necessity; and,

Graduate Nurse From St. Louis Tells 
of Urgent Need For Girls in 
Training School 


A question confronting hospital ex ­ 
ecutives at the present time, is the 
sh o rtag e of training school nurses. 
Several cam paigns have bene s ta rt­ 
ed for 
the 
recruiting of 
"tudent 
nurses, but since the war, very few, 
if an y recruits, have been obtained. 
It is believed that if more mothers 
understood w hat a modern g rad u ate 
nurse 
is, 
there would be m orJ en­ 
couragem ent by them to their dau g h ­ 
ters of an eligible age, which is be­ 
tween 21 and 35. 
Let 
me say now that the graduate 
nurse 
of today shows one of 
the 
m any 
im provem ents in education. 
Ijet us go back to the time before 
Florence N ightingale, when 
trained 
nursing originated, when the type of 
woman was uneducated, 
usually 
of 
imm oral character, and crude in her 
ways. 
Realizing the type of work 
even these women were doing, women 
of higher position began to take an 
interest in helping to improve, there­ 
upon, introducing medical books in a 
prim ary form to teach the 
nurses 
some of the technique as well as prac­ 
tical ways of nursing, to enable them 
to work in a more intellectual m an­ 
ner. 
This m et with results and people 
in other fields began to take an in­ 
terest, and the constant im provem ent 
has brought the nursing profession 
to its present status. 
Today we find the woman nurse a 
well educated, well 
bred, and 
cul­ 
tured woman, branching out into not 
only the private duty and hospital 
executive nurse, but the arm y, navy. 
Red Cross Community W orkers, set­ 
tlem ent workers, surgeon assistants, 
and the 
industrial 
social 
service 
workers. 
The professional has broadened into 
m any branches, and the demand 
is 
g rea ter now then it has ever been, 
but to supply that demand is 
fhe 
question. 
To keep he standard 
of 
women in it high class, we m ust have 
educated women. 
High school g rad u ­ 
ates .with two year" college work or 
the college equivalent, as the theore­ 
tical w’ork has become 
so complex, 
that only women of good education 
can conceive it. 
Most hospitals have installed the 
eight hour a day system for n u rses 
in the hospital proper and two to 
tihree hours a day (from Monday to 
F rid ay ), for class work, thus giving

ravaging the civilization of Rome, an 


other civilization of a different type 
was in a fairly well perfected state 
in Western North America. 
The cen 


ter of this civilization ^s well 
as 
center of trade and commerce 
was 
Pecos, New Mexico, about twenty-five 
miles east of Santa Fe. 
This was determined definitely, ac 
cording to Dr. A. V. Kidder, by exca 
vat ions conducted by* himself and as 
sistants last summer. Dr. Kidder was 
aided by Dr. E, A. Hooton, a special 
ist in physical anthropopogy and Dr 
Carl E. Guthe, who has just return 
ed from his explorations among the 
Mayos in Central America. 
The scientists opened more 
than 
300 graves and examined some 1,000 
skeltons. 
Homes had been built up 
on ruins of previous habitations and 
the bodies of the dead buried in the 
ruins had increased to such an ex­ 
tent that the Indians of Pecos, some 
eighty 
year- 
ago, 
deserted 
their 
thousand year old city and moved to 
Jemez because the waters had become 
contaminated. 
Cliff 
dwellings 
of 
a 
thousand 
rooms, well preserved specimens of 
the past civilization and unusual ex 
ample» of 
early 
day 
pottery 
and 
household utensils were recovered, ac­ 
cording to the report of the excava 
tions recently made public. 
Cantenada, the chronicler of Colo­ 
rado’s exlorations 
380 years 
ago, 
mentions but one pueblo at Pecos, ob 
viously the north house. 
Excavations 
last summer show'ed that there had 
been abandoned and reduced to 
a 
mere heap of ruins before the com­ 
ing of the Spaniards. 
In the inter­ 
ior of the mound there was uncover­ 
ed one ground floor chamber in ex­ 
cellent preservation. 
Its roof 
was 
almost intact; from the beams still 
hung the bark loops that had been 
used to suspend goods of the owners 
and on one smoke-blackened log are 
a series of hand prints, large and 
small, slapped on in white wash. 
To explore fhe 
extensive 
north- 
house which originally must have had 
more than a thousand 
rooms, 
and 
wails of which still 
stand almost 
three storic» ;dgh. 
trenches 
were 
started simultaneously at the east en­ 
trance and the west edge of the mesa. 
The western trench was run along bed 
rock and afer passing through burials 
four feet deep, encountered the foun­ 
dation walls of an early building, the 
presence of which had not been sus­ 
pected. 
This was cut through and 
the trench srtuck a large oval pit 
which proved to be a treasure house 
fifteen feet deep, ten feet wide and 
twenty feet long, built in a natural 
crevice in the mesa. 
About its edge 
a neatly made coping wall two 
wa 
feet high and it rcsmbled somewhat 
the cenotes at Ohichen 
Itza 
and 
el-ewhere in the Maya field in Yuca­ 
tan. 
The cistern yielded an unusual­ 
ly full nad unmixed collection of arti­ 
facts and pottery from the earliest 
times to the Pajariap or Fourh Glaze 
period. 
When the cistern was cleared 
it wa- bridged over and the trench 
wa s 
continued. 
Another 
zone 
o 
keletons was discovered and some o 
the best pottery thus far found was 
taken from the graves. 
In another trench ruins was en­ 
countered. similar to those of 
the 
pre-historic walls of the palace 
of 
governors at Santa Fe, puilt long be­ 
fore the coming of the 
Spaniards 
The similarity 
was 
traced to the 
ruins upon which the Santa Fe struc­ 
ture had been constructed and which 
had been built by Ornate or his «lic­ 
ensor in 1608. 
Other trenches 
revealed a 
large 
series of cooking jars, painted oilas 
and one nest of ceremonial pots wedg 
ed between rocks an dyet quite un 
damaged. 
With 
these 
were 
many 
handsome shell ornaments, two sets 
of bone fiutts, two very large tobac 
o pipes, one 
of 
them 
elaborately 
carved, thirty-six buffalo horns, part 
of a wooden dance head dress and 
the proposed 
system 
would be in 
many other specimens. 
In one place were found two un­ 
derground kivas or ceremonial cham­ 
bers. 
Both were built in the earliest 
time, 
about 
the 
begining of 
the 
Christian 
era, 
one 
of 
them later 
serving as a burial place. 
By careful observation of the stat- 
tified fillings in the lower part of the 
rooms, co-ordinated with an intensive 
study of 
successive 
increments 
of 
masonry that had gone 
into their 
construction, Dr. Guthe had been able 
to work out and record by plans and 
elevations the exact history of 
the 
growth of this section of the pueblo 
from he foundation of the town, per­ 
haps 2000 years agx> down to 
the 
time of its abandonment about eighty 
years ago. 
Pecos apparently is the 
longest continuously inhabited city of 
the American continent. 
The Museum of New Mexico owns 
the site excavated.

Fir«t Step to Good Road*. 


The h r-t victory 
for good roads 
legislation ha* l»een 
won—the first 
step is assured. 
Gov. Hyde and the 
Republican leader* of the Legislature 
have agreed with the representatives 
of the Good Roads Federation on a 
satisfactory program. 
The good roads bills, providing for 
the $<10.000,000 bond issue, prepared 
by the federation, have been intro­ 
duced in the Senate and House. 
They 
will lie print«*! and distributed. They 
will Is* discussed by members of the 
leg islatu re and given full consider­ 
ation during the regular session in 
preparation for action 
«luring 
the 
special session which Gov. Hyd«' 
has 
agreed to call. 
In view of the delay in the prepar­ 
ation of Gov. Hyde’s reorganization 
bills and th<> waste of 
the 
le g isla ­ 
tu re’s time on questions of minor im­ 
portance, we believe these bills could 
easily have been considered and pass­ 
ed during regular session. 
The work 
of preparation has been thorough and 
atisfactory. 
But we accept the plan 
agreed upon by the Governor and the 
Good Roads Federation as the 
best 
that can he adopted now. The discuss­ 
ion having been 
provided 
for, the 
sooner the special session is called 
the better. 
It m ight be wise to make 
it a continuation of the regular ses­ 
sion and finish he work of the Legis­ 
lature with the least possible delay 
and at lowest cost. 
We remind the Governor and the 
Legislature that under the opinion of 
Attorney General B arrett 
the bonds 
may be issued according to the plan 
outlined in the good roads bills and 
the work may be commenced without 
an amendment to the constitutional 
amendment. 
The autom obile license 
fees will supply sufficient funds for 
the paym ent of both principal and in­ 
terest. 
The surplus left afte r pro 
viding for the sinking fund for each 
series of bonds will meet interest pay­ 
ments. 
There is not the 
slightest excuse 
for delay in legislation or in under­ 
taking the work. 
Every' hour counts 
The Legislature can now turn its 
attention to school, election 
reform 
and tax legislation. 
These measures 
are the most im portant on the eal 
endar. 
Less 
than half the session 
remains and unless rapid progress is 
made the calendar will be congested 
and bills will have to be rushed thru 
without 
adequate 
consi«ieration. 
A 
congested calendar at the end of the 
session is dangerous. 
When bills are 
rushed through there is an open door 
for blunilers 
and 
vicious 
jokers.

THE PROFBMION OF 
NURSING 


There .«eem« to he little, if any, 
prospect* of the ratification of the 
p«*n«ling tr«*aty with Colombia, which 
involves the payment of an indem­ 
nity of $2o,(HHl,iMK) by the United 
States on account of the part it play- 
in the successful revolution which 
separate«! Panama 
from 
Colombia. 
And we cannot see that any good 
urpose was <»-rv«>«i by Senator Thom- 
of Colorado, in again bringing 
the m atter forward in the 
Senate, 
though there is more than a moiety 
of truth in hi« affirmation that 
we 
’acquire«! the right of way for the 
canal from a band of filibusters by 
bartering for it with the honor of 
the nation.” 
In hi« campaign for the presidency, 
as the nominee of the Progressive 
party. Theodore Roosevelt told in a 
spirite«! and graphic manner the story 
of our Isthmian acquisition. 
He re­ 
ferred to the years that had been con- 
umed in debate over a waterway to 
connect the two causes and the ap­ 
parent futility of such wordy war­ 
fare; and he told of his determination 
to end the m atter by suitable action. 
His resolution once taken, 
he pro­ 
ceeded to execute it with* whatever 
instrum ents he found ready at hand. 
One of these wa* a very astute and 
skillful New York attorney, who had 
figured in canal affairs 
for 
years, 
though not in newspaper headlines. 
It ha«l finally been decided by Con­ 
gress that a canal wa« to be dug, 
but the instant issue wa« a choice of 
routes between Nicaragua and Pan­ 
ama. 
Panama was sel*»cted. 
The re­ 
sultant diplomatic negotiations led to 
an impasse which could he overcome 
in but two ways; the United States 
must pay what practically amounted 
to blackmail, or Panama must secede 
from Colombia. 
The latter course 
was adopted and Panama accomplish 
ed its secession under the aegis of 
the United States. 
Mr. Rooaevelt 
said that if he had submitted these 
m atters to the Senate they would have 
produced endless «lebate and nothing 
would have been accomplished. 
Con 
tinuing. he dramatically exclaimed: 
“I took Panama and let them debate 
me!” 
And they have been doing it 
ever since. 
The Panama Canal has long been 
an accomplished fact, and it is ore 
of the produest achiveements th a t 
stands to the credit of the American 
nation. 
The benefits thus secured to 
the world are limitless in their reach; 
but the time may come when it will 
prove to be the heel of Achilles to 
this republic. The credit for this vast 
accomplishment will be as imperish- 
ably awarded to Theodore Roosevelt 
as is the discovery of the Western 
Hemisphere to the 
great 
admiral 
Christopher Columbus. 
Both 
have 
been gathered to their fathers, but 
their works do follow them. 
That Panama was taken by strong- 
arm methods cannot, we think, 
be 
successfully denied. 
As we view it, 
the proceedings can only be defended 
upon the grounds of necessity; and, 
since the benefits *to be secured w eie 
universal in their scope and not f o r 
the selfish advantage of the Amercian 
people, the law of necessity is very

Realizing the type of work 
even these women were doing, women

to work in a more intellectual man­ 
ner. This met with results and people 
in other fields began to take an in­ 
terest, and the constant improvement 
has brought the nursing profession 
to its present status. 
Today we find the woman nurse a 
well educated, well bred, and cul 
tured woman, branching out into not 
only the private duty and hospital 
executive nurse, but the army, navy, 
Red Cross Community Workers, set­

The professional has broadened into

cording to the report of the excava­ 
tions recently made public. 
Cantenada. the chronicler of Colo­ 
rado’s exlorations 
380 years 
ago 
mentions but one pueblo at Pecos, ob­ 
viously the north house. 
Excavations 
last summer showed that there had 
been abandoned and reduced to 
a 
mere heap of ruins before the com­ 
ing of the SpaniartL. 
In the inter­ 
ior of the mound there was uncover 
ed one ground floor chamber in ex­ 
cellent preservation. 
Its roof 
was 
almost intact; from the beams still 
hung the bark loops that had been 
used to suspend goods of the owners 
and on one smoke-blackened log are 
series of hand prints, large and 
small, slapped on in white wash. 
To explore fhe 
extensive 
north 
house which originally must have had 
more than a thousand 
rooms, 
and 
walls of which still 
stand almost 
three storu * ¡ugh. 
trenches 
were 
started simultaneously at the east en­ 
trance and the west edge of the mesa 
The western trench was run along bed 
rock and afer passing through burials 
four feet deep, encountered the foun­ 
dation walls of an early building, the 
presence of which had not been sus­ 
pected. 
This was cut through and 
the trench srtuck a large oval pit 
which proved to be a treasure house 
fifteen feet deep, ten feet wide and 
twenty feet long, built in a natural 
crevice in the mesa. 
About its edge 
was a neatly made coping wall two 
feet high and it reambled somewhat 
the cenotes at Chichan Itza 
and 
elsewhere in the Maya field in Yuca 
tan. 
The cistern yielded an unusual­ 
ly full nad unmixed collection of arti­ 
facts and pottery from the earliest 
times to the Pajariap or Fourh Glaze 
period. When the cistern was cleared 
it was bridged over and the trench 
wa> 
continued. 
Another 
zone 
of 
skeletons was discovered and some of 
the best pottery thus far found was 
taken from the graves. 
In another trench ruins was en 
countered, similar to those of 
the 
pre-historic walls of the palace 
of 
governors at Santa Fe, built long be 
fore the coming of the 
Spaniards 
The similarity 
was 
traced to the 
ruins upon which the Santa Fe struc 
ture had been constructed and which 
had been built by Ornate or hi* suc­ 
cessor in 1608. 
Other trenches 
revealed a 
large 
series of cooking jars, painted oila* 
and one nest of ceremonial pots wedg­ 
ed between rocks an dyet quite un­ 
damaged. 
With 
these 
were 
many 
handsome shell ornaments, two sets 
of bone fiutts, tAvo very large tobac 
co pipes, one 
of 
them 
elaborately 
carved, thirty-six buffalo horns, part 
of a wooden «lance head dress and 
the proposed 
system 
would be in 
many other specimens. 
In one place were found two un 
derground kivas or ceremonial cham 
bers. 
Both were built in the earliest 
time, 
about 
the 
begining of 
the 
Christian 
era, 
one 
of 
them later 
serving as a burial place. 
By careful observation of the stat 
tifieil fillings in the lower part of the 
rooms, co-ordinated with an intensive 
study of 
successive 
increments 
of 
masonry that had gone 
into their 
construction, Dr. Guthe had been able 
to work out and record by plans and 
elevations the exact history of 
the 
growth of this section of the pueblo 
from he foundation of the town, per 
haps 2000 years ago down to 
the 
time of its abandonment about eighty 
years ago. 
Pecos apparently is the 
longest continuously inhabited city of 
the American continent. 
The Museum of New Mexico own« 
the site excavated.
